This letter responds to your July 12, 2017 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request 
for the following records: 

• All communication, however formal or informal, between the Division 
and members of Congress (as well as staff members of members of 
Congress) on the issue of price fixing of chicken or allegations 
thereof - which would necessarily include discussion of any allegations 
involving indices of chicken prices - over the date range January 1, 2016 
to the date of this request; 

• All CIDs or subpoenas issued by the DOJ to any producer 
of chicken over the same date range, or caretaker of any 
chicken price indices. (The three extant price indices are the 
USDA Composite, Express Markets, and Urner-Berry; 

• All communications between the Division and Carl Shapiro, 
whose email address is shapiro@.Haas.Berkeley.edit , over the 
above date range. 

We received your request on July 12, 2017 and assigned it control number ATFY17-116. Please 
refer to the control number in any future correspondence regarding your request. 
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Please be advised that we searched the Antitrust Division’s records indices and contacted 
knowledgeable Division staff, but we found no records responsive to your request. 

If you consider my response 1 to be a denial of your request, you may administratively 
appeal by writing to the Director, Office of Information and Policy (“OIP”), United States 
Department of Justice, Suite 11050, 1425 New York Avenue, NW, Washington, DC 20530- 
0001, or you may submit an appeal through OIP’s FOIA online portal by creating an account on 
the following website: https://foiaonline.gov/foiaonline/actiorL/public/home .
